A t 9:08 a.m. Aug. 31, 58 
Taylor students, faculty, 
staff and local volunteers 
gathered at the Boys and Girls Club 
of Grant County (BGC) to begin and 
complete construction of the Betsy 
Smith Memorial Playground. 

Alexa Ross and Landon Stuart, 
co-directors of ReaLife, a Taylor 
program that provides dinner, 
games, activities and a Bible lesson 
for the inner-city kids of Marion, 
sought to bless the BGC. Because 
the BGC allows ReaLife to use its 
facility free of charge, it wanted to 
return the favor. 

Ross explained, "We had extra 
money and decided that we 
needed to not let this sit in the 
bank account. So we asked the 
Boys and Girls Club what they 
needed, and they said an outdoor 
playground." The BGC lacked an 
outdoor space for children to play 
safely. 

The BGC found the proper 


avenues to take, businesses to use 
and equipment to obtain while 
ReaLife provided the $20,000 
funding, most of which was 
provided by donations from The 
Betsy Run, a 5k in Decatur, Illinois, 
hosted every year by friends 
of Elizabeth "Betsy" Smith—the 
namesake of the playground. 

Elizabeth "Betsy" Smith, a former 
Taylor student involved in the 
fatal April 26, 2006, van accident, 
served as co-director of ReaLife. 
She was heavily involved in the 
program and planned on moving to 
Marion after graduation. Dr. Dan 
Smith and Jeanie Smith, Betsy's 
parents, made the four-hour drive 
to participate in the playground 
construction. 

"This would make Betsy very 
happy," Dr. Smith said. "She would 
be so excited just knowing that 
people beyond her generation care 
about needy children." 

He elaborated on how difficult 


it was for Betsy to leave Decatur 
because she was so involved in 
the community, but also how that 
helped her become involved in 
the community around Taylor. By 
the time senior year rolled around, 
Betsy found it hard to think about 
leaving. 

The playground was dedicated 
around 2:30 p.m., and the crew 
packed up and left not long 
afterward. With the BGC having a 
safe place to bring their children, 
and honoring Betsy, only one 
thought remained for the ReaLife 
co-directors. 

"My biggest thing is this isn't 
about mourning Betsy's death," 
Ross said, "this is about celebrating 
what she did for the community."

W hile the Big Three (Silent 
Night, Airband and 
Taylathon) garner most 
of the attention on campus, the 
newest Taylor tradition shone on 
Saturday, September 19. It marked 
the third bi-annual Wes-Del 
Apocalypse, held during a football 
game between the Warriors of 
Wes-Del High School and the South 
Adams Starfires. 

Last fall, three Taylor students 
saw an ad for a Wes-Del game on 
their way home. Out of this grew 
the Wes-Del Apocalypse. Taylor 
students caravan to Wes-Del high 
school in Gaston, Indiana. While 
Taylor students have no particular 
tie to the school, they come for one 
reason: to cheer the Warriors to 
victory.

H orses, coffins and Noah's Ark 
are not exactly commonplace 
when it comes to entering 
chapel . . , unless, of course, you are 
a man of Third West Wengatz during 
the week of Melon and Gourd. 

Today marks the 23rd year of one 
of Taylor's most-famous annual 
traditions. Originally started by two 
freshmen in 1993, the game has 
now taken on a life of its own on 
Third West. 

"The hype is real. It's almost 
too much to handle. Your heart is 
racing," said freshman Sam Martinez. 
"It controls your life. You can't think 
about anything else." 

Melon and Gourd, at its core, 
is a glorified game of tag. What 
distinguishes Melon and Gourd 
from a normal game of tag is the 
awkwardly large melon and gourd 
carried by the Third Westers that are 
"it." 

The rules for the game are 
straightforward. The instant a Third 
Wester steps outside or takes his 
hand off of a door handle, he is fair 
game to be tagged. Get tagged and 
you're it! The unlucky man now 
has the privilege of hauling around 


a hefty piece of produce. The two 
men unfortunate enough to be stuck 
with the melon and gourd at 10 
a.m. on Friday are required to take 
a bite of the war-battered produce 
at Oktoberfest, Third West's most 
prestigious pick-a-date, a week after 
Melon and Gourd concludes. 

The game kicked off on Monday 
morning with the Midnight Run 
where freshmen and "manly" 
upperclassmen run to the Sammy 
statues and back, all while avoiding 
the PAs and the nightmare-inducing 
melon and gourd carriers. The game 
continues day and night throughout 
the week until the precarious 
moments leading up to chapel on 
Friday morning. In the history of 
Melon and Gourd, there has been 
just one man—Josh Chapman ('14)— 
who managed to avoid the melon 
and never get tagged for four years 
straight.

An instance like this, though 
unfortunate, is one of the many 
ways Third Westers bond throughout 
the week. 

"It's crazy how a simple game of 
tag can unite a ton of guys," said 
senior Parker O'Leary. “As stressful 
as it is, everybody is going through it 
together." 

Success on Friday is the end goal. 
Nothing is off limits for the grand 
finale—the Friday entrances. If you 
get through that door you have 
earned your freedom. Today, we 
saw everything from the subtle 
sneak-in to a ninja flashmob. 

"We don't just keep this tradition 
going every year because we find 
it fun or because it is a campus 
favorite," senior PA David Wright 
said.

t's a tradition rooted in irony. 

Silent Night thrives on silence but 
is perhaps the one event when 
Taylor's collective voice is loudest. 
It transcends the sport of basketball 
as a shining example of Taylor's 
community and ideals. 

Silent Night's origins are uncertain. 
Assistant basketball coach and 
assistant athletic director Steve 
Brooks proposed the idea in 1997. 

The basketball team already had 
the Ivanhoe's Classic—a weekend 
tournament before finals week. In 
response to dwindling student support 
at games, Brooks and the basketball 
team wanted a way for students to be 
involved. This desire developed into 
an idea that became Silent Night. The 
first few years of the event featured 
students dressing in pajamas and 
holding newspapers over their faces 
until Taylor's 10th point. 


"It's probably the single most- 
attended event in our year and the 
spirit is just amazing," said Vice 
President for Student Development 
Skip Trudeau. 

The tradition has evolved during 
the past decade and has even 
piqued the attention of ESPN, Sports 
Illustrated and Snapchat. Sports 
Illustrated ranked Taylor's Silent Night 
20th in its article "64 reasons to be 
excited for the 2015-16 college hoops 
season." 

"It's obviously terrific exposure," 
said head coach Josh Andrews. "We 
get an influx of emails from recruits 
and that sort of thing. (Silent Night) 
gets that national exposure ... It 
gives us an environment very few 
players at our level get to play in." 

Silent Night has received recog¬ 
nition from ESPN since 2010. 
However, this year was different. 


ESPN made a short feature about tf 
game and the Silent Night tradition. 
According to the feature's producer, 
Luis Alden, ESPN's coverage was 
potentially seen by hundreds of 
thousands of people across the 
country. 

ESPN host and news correspondei 
Jeremy Schaap visited Taylor on 
December 4 to interview players, 
coaches, students and others 
involved in Silent Night's evolution. 

"This is a fun piece for us," Schaaf 
said. "Something kind of quirky. Anc 
of course it helps that it's Indiana. 
There are all kinds of interesting 
basketball traditions, obviously, in th 
state, and this speaks to the larger 
culture of basketball." 

In addition to being a nationally 
known basketball tradition, Silent 
Night is a tangible way in which 
Taylor displays its intentional 
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community and ideals to its 
neighbors and the country as a 
whole. The event itself features 
students, faculty, staff and 
community members gathering in 
one central location, all united in 
silence. Students fill Odle Arena 
dressed in a colorful mosaic of 
costumes, waiting for the 10th point 
to be scored. After this, the entire 
arena erupts in a deafening chorus 
of shouting voices that shakes the 
building. 

When Odle Arena explodes with 
cheering, Taylor sends a powerful 
message to collegiate sports 
about the power of an intentional 
community united in one cause. 
Basketball may be the main reason 
Taylor students gather on Silent 
Night, but the event itself presents a 
platform to display Taylor University's 
commitment to excellence on and off 


the court. 

"We have people from all over 
calling and saying, 'How can we 
come and watch this?' It brings 
people to Taylor, to our campus," 
said interim Athletic Director Amy 
Stucky. "The students are crazy and 
they are going to do crazy stuff, but 
it's not rude, it's not crude, it's not 
poor language. We're singing Silent 
Night at the end. It's just good, 
honest, clean fun." 

Taylor's men's basketball team 
entered the game with a record of 
4-6 overall and 1-2 in the Crossroads 
League. From a player's perspective, 
Silent Night presents the opportunity 
to play in an environment foreign to 
NAIA sports. Taylor may not have the 
student body numbers of a massive 
Division I school, but the environment 
created by the fans and students left 
an unforgettable impression on both 



Taylor basketball players and visiting 
teams. 

"It's one of those things that 
you'll always cherish, you'll always 
appreciate—tell your kids about, tell 
your grandkids about," said senior 
guard Kyle Stidom. "You're a part 
of one of the coolest traditions in 
college basketball. I'm very thankful 
that I've had the opportunity to be a 
part of it." 

Taylor is now 19-0 in Silent Night 
games. The only player to score 
the 10th point four years in a row 
is Taylor basketball assistant coach 
Casey Coons ('13). Sophomore 
Keaton Hendricks scored the 10th 
point in last year's Silent Night. This 
year's scorer was freshman guard 
Evan Crowe.

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O n the night of Feb. 13, Nicole Arpin, Adam 
Wright and 30 volunteers counted the 
seconds until midnight to begin their 
presidential campaign. But when the morning 
arrived, students were shocked to find Arpin and 
Wright's posters unchallenged. 

For the first time in years (perhaps ever in 
Taylor's history), only one team is running for the 
office. 

Students were surprised by the lack of 
competition. "It is so strange. In my class there 
are excellent, qualified people," said junior Elyse 
Florb. "Sophomores could run, freshmen could 
run. They just don't." 

On Feb. 8, Director of Student Programs 
Steve Austin hosted an informational meeting 
about the roles and campaign process. Eight 
students attended, but juniors Arpin and Wright 
were the only pair who completed the next 
step, collecting endorsement signatures from 10 
percent of the student body. 

Arpin and Wright felt it was unfair for the 
student body not to have a choice. According to 
the pair, not having rivals means it is harder to 
communicate their campaign platform and to 
prove that they are capable of the job. 

"When you have competitors you can 
see strengths and weaknesses in your own 
platform," Arpin said. "You can sharpen it, you 
can refine it based on what you see." 

According to Austin, other students shied 
away from the title for various reasons. Some 
respected the Arpin-Wright team and thought 
they would do a good job. Others, when learning 
what the position actually entails, decided it was 
not a good fit. 

Junior Flannah Schaefer attended the 
informational meeting but decided not to run 
for office. She said campaigning can be an 
intimidating process and many people don't run 
unless they are absolutely sold on the idea. 

One pair of students liked the idea of 
campaigning but not taking on the job. Florb 
and Adam Flursey created a campaign website 
promising to build a new student union "no 
matter the cost" and a parking garage for 
Samuel Morris residents. Although a handful of 
people have told Florb they support her, she said 
the campaign is not official. 

Without official rival teams, the campaign 
and voting process looked different this year. 


On March 1, Arpin and Wright gave a platform 
presentation instead of engaging in a debate. 
According to Austin, these circumstances 
provided students the unique opportunity 
to hear more from ICC and student senator 
candidates in lieu of the presidential debate. 
Additionally, the ballot was formatted differently 
than previous years. Students voted yes or no 
for Arpin and Wright through the myTAYLOR 
portal on March 2. An overwhelming "yes" vote 
brought them into office. 

Arpin has no experience with TSO. Flowever, 
vice-presidential candidate Wright was treasurer 
for his ICC sophomore cabinet. 

"Being involved in that cabinet gave me a 
good idea of how, in general, TSO works," 
Wright said. "Almost everything that happens in 
this school happens through that organization, 
and I wasn't aware at that time how much 
power rests with the students." 

Arpin, however, did her homework by 
interviewing past SBPs. She discovered the 
job was less about petitioning administration 
for changes like getting more bowls in the DC 
(that is Student Senate's job) and more about 
leading the cabinet of the TSO subgroups like 
ICC, IFC and intramurals. Additionally, SBP and 
SBVP are tasked with representing students to 
administration and vice-versa. 

"It's not glamorous work," Austin said. "You 
are in a lot of meetings." 

Wright had not considered the position until 
Arpin approached him before fall break. The 
pair initially met through the Honors Guild 
and travelled to Ireland together during their 
freshman year. Arpin and Wright are currently 
PAs on 2nd Breu and Sammy II, respectively, 
where they work collaboratively on bro/sis 
events. 

Despite almost certain victory, Arpin and 
Wright continued to promote their campaign 
mantras, primarily through social media. A 
notable point in their platform is their desire 
for "Constancy in Change." Arpin cited the new 
university president and student center as major 
shifts in campus patterns. 

"Students will be eating in two different 
locations so wing conversation at dinner will 
look different," Arpin said. "So how do we stay 
'Taylor' in the middle of that?"

O n March 4, both college 

students and high schoolers 
caught a glimpse of what it's 
like to present their films in front 
of a packed audience through the 
Envision Film Festival. 

Running from March 3-5, 
the festival is Taylor's Media 
Communication department's 
biggest event of the year. This 
entertainment-oriented weekend 
showcased student films and 
facilitated workshops led by industry 
professionals. 

Kathy Bruner, assistant professor 
of Media Communication, believes 
that the festival presents the best of 
both worlds by focusing on college 
and high school students. 

"The festival highlights the best 
in Taylor student filmmaking of 
the last year," Bruner said. "It also 
introduces the department program 
to prospective students." 

High school students met to the 
Taylor community and immersed 
themselves in a college environment. 
They learned skills that they might 
not encounter in high school 
workshops, including cinematography, 
producing, post-production, film/TV 
acting, Steadicam operation and the 
RED digital camera. 


"The idea is to integrate 
prospective students with all the 
workshops that our college students 
are taking," Bruner said. "These 
workshops are college level, but we 
want these students to be immersed 
in an extra day of film education." 

The festival brings in working 
professionals with experience in the 
film industry to lead the workshops. 
This year Envision welcomed four 
guests, three of whom are no 
strangers to Taylor. 

Taylor alumnus Jonathan Bennett 
('07) returned to campus with 
experience in camera operation, 
freelance filmmaking and 
cinematography. He has worked 
on feature films and television 
shows including NBC's "Harry's 
Law." He also worked on the highly 
anticipated film "Passengers," 
starring Jennifer Lawrence and Chris 
Pratt. 

Taylor graduate Heidi Burkey 
('05) also presented. Burkey is a 
documentary producer and director 
who has produced more than 45 
documentary shorts advocating for 
social change for children. 

Award-winning actor and Taylor 
graduate Jason Burkey ('07) was 
the festival's third guest. He is best 


known for his film roles in "October 
Baby" and "Mom's Night Out." 

Some of his television work includes 
BET's "Being Mary Jane" and VHI's 
"Hindsight." 

The final guest, Christina Lee 
Storm, appeared via Skype. Storm 
is the senior VP for production at 
Dreamworks Animation and was the 
production supervisor for the highly 
acclaimed 2012 Oscar-winning film 
"The Artist." 

In addition to these speakers, 
student films are a main attraction.

10 th Anniversary 
of the Van Accident

T uesday, April 26, 2016, 

marked the 10th year since 
the day Taylor's community 
lost five of its members: Laura 
Van Ryn, Brad Larson, Betsy 
Smith, Laurel Erb and Monica 
Felver. 

"There were two phases in our 
lives, the phase before April 26 
and the phase after," Director of 
Media Relations Jim Garringer said. 

According to Garringer, on 
the day of the accident, a team 
of dining service students and 
staff traveled to the Fort Wayne 
campus to set up for President 
Eugene Habecker's inauguration, 
set to take place the next day in 
Fort Wayne, and then on Friday in 
Upland. 

The team finished in Fort 
Wayne and began the drive back 
to Upland after getting pizza. 

As their van reached the 66- 
mile marker, a northbound truck 
driver crossed the median of the 
highway and struck the Taylor 
van. Five passengers were killed. 
Four Dining Services employees 
survived, but were severely 
injured: Whitney Wheeler (Cerak 
'07), Vickie Rhodes, Michelle Miller 
and Connie Magers. 

Garringer said it was later 
discovered that the truck driver, 
Robert Spencer, had fallen asleep. 

Back on Upland's campus, 
President Habecker was working 
on his inaugural address when 
he received a phone call that, 
Marylou Flabecker said, made 
his face turn white. President 
Flabecker was told that an 
automobile accident had occurred 
involving Taylor students. 

"Then we heard that there was 
one student fatality, and then 
there was another one. It just 
kept getting (worse),'' President 
Flabecker said. 

Marylou said they immediately 
prayed. 

At that point, the names of 
those involved in the accident 
were still unknown, and parents 
and families had not been 
notified, according to President 
Flabecker. 

As the night wore on, students, 
faculty and staff gathered in 
Rediger Chapel to pray and wait 
together for more news. 

When the names of those who 


died were read, Marylou said the 
room was filled with wailing and 
weeping. 

"You could not make sense out 
of it. It just did not make sense," 
President Flabecker said. 

President Flabecker said that 
they received strength from the 
Lord throughout this time, through 
each hour. Fie said he often 
prayed Exodus 4:12,"Now go; I will 
help you speak and will teach you 
what to say," particularly as he 
reworked his inauguration speech 
in light of the accident. 

The administration made the 
decision to move forward with 
the approaching inauguration, as 
preparations already had been 
made and guests were arriving, 
according to President Flabecker. 
Visiting family and friends 
encouraged him and Marylou as 
they carried on. 

Meanwhile, Wheeler, who was 
in critical condition, had been 
misidentified as Van Ryn at the 
scene of the accident. Garringer 
said Van Ryn's wallet was close to 
Wheeler in the wreckage, and that 
it was assumed that the blonde 
woman was Van Ryn. 

Five weeks later, it was 
discovered that the woman who 
survived was not Van Ryn—it 
was Wheeler. After a series of 
confusing occurrences about the 
woman's identity, Garringer said 
she was asked to write her name. 
She wrote "Whitney." 

"Five weeks later (after the 
accident) ... on May 31 we got 
the call very early in the morning 
. . . that Whitney Cerak (Wheeler) 
had not actually died. She had 
survived . . . and it wound up 
gaining worldwide attention," 
Garringer said. 

Wheeler said recovery was 
challenging and painful. 

"It was exhausting work all day. 
Just learning, re-learning simple 
tasks. . . . Recovery was really 
tough," Wheeler said. 

According to Wheeler, Taylor 
accommodated her throughout 
the recovery process; she received 
assistance and guidance from 
Scott Gaier in the Academic 
Enrichment Center and was able 
to graduate on time. 

The Cerak and Van Ryn families 
eventually worked together to 


write and publish a book on 
the misidentification, "Mistaken 
Identity." 

Families of those involved 
in the accident gathered for 
a private dinner on Sunday, 

April 24, according to Campus 
Pastor Jon Cavanagh. Some of 
the families spoke during the 
Monday chapel service, along 
with President Habecker and 
Skip Trudeau, vice president for 
student development. The annual 
Service of Remembrance and 
Hope was that Tuesday in the 
Memorial Prayer Chapel, and on 
Wednesday, Wheeler spoke in 
chapel. 

Cavanagh said he hopes that 
the services opened conversation 
among students on both the 
accident and how they can serve 
one another in times of grief. 

"When you lose something 
or endure a tragedy, I think you 
become very aware of the risks 
... of what's at stake every day," 
Cavanagh said. 

According to Marylou, the 
experience of tragedy is a 
language that only those who 
have felt its pain can speak. The 
Lord allows tragedy, but those 
who endure it are then able to 
encourage and hold others up as 
they grieve their own loss. 

"We don't want this story to 
simply become a distant memory; 
it's too important to forget," 
President Habecker said. 

Several years after the accident, 
the Memorial Prayer Chapel was 
built to honor the people who 
died that day. President Habecker 
hopes students will visit the prayer 
chapel often, not only to pray, but 
also to come to know the stories 
and dreams of those who died 10 
years ago. 

"We have a place of worship 
dedicated to the people who 
died in the accident, and it has a 
way of uniting us and centering 
us on what's important . . . love 
for God and love for each other," 
freshman Nate Dehmlow said.

Hosted by 
Student Activities Council (SAC), this 
event was the first major on-campus 
tradition to take place in the updated 
Rediger Chapel. 

The prehistoric theme was inspired 
by the movies "Jurassic World," 
released in 2015, and "Jurassic 
Park," released in 1993. The original 
film, now 23 years old, is far from 
archaic, but still feels nostalgic to 
many. 

When audience members arrived, 
"tour guides" led the way through 
the course of the evening and of 
history. Senior Erin Hoeft, SAC 
cabinet president, encouraged 
students to bring their phones or 
electronic devices for social media 
components and other forms of 
audience involvement throughout 
the evening. 

Sophomore Noah Nemni and 
junior Elyse Horb served as fearless 
adventurers and event MCs. 
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"To prepare ourselves for the 
Jurassic Park theme, [Noah and 
I] decided to watch the Jurassic 
Park movies," Horb said. "But the 
violence was too much for us, so 
instead we watched a 'Land Before 
Time' marathon." While the theme 
may be dinosauric in proportions, 
no prehistoric creatures came to life 
during the show. 

This year, the SAC cabinet worked 
to provide a wider range of songs 
and genres, appealing to a broader 
audience. 

"Some of the critiques of Nostalgia 
Night are that they use songs that 
people are not really familiar with," 
Hoeft said. "We went out of our way 
to diversify the song styles. We have 
everything from your classic Beatles 
songs to your Michael Jackson to a 
grunge song." 

Nearly 35 acts auditioned. Twelve 
made the show. Some highlights of 
the night were group performance 
"Bohemian Rhapsody" led by junior 
Evan Miyakawa and solo act "Heart 


of Gold" by senior Chris Jordan. 

"I am so pumped for the 
12 nostalgic acts," Horb said, 
anticipating the event, "Especially 
Cam Glass singing—it's the first time 
he has ever done a Taylor show, 
and his true talents will finally be 
showcased." 

Hoeft was most excited to see 
the audience reactions. The cabinet 
debated until 3 a.m. about which 
acts would perform. She hoped that 
everyone would connect with at 
least one song among the night's 
performances. 

Nostalgia Night is a long-standing 
Taylor tradition with similarities to 
Late Night at TU, held in October. 
While Late Night resembled its 
Jimmy Fallon namesake, with a 
variety of modern music acts, 
Nostalgia Night focuses on past hits, 
from turn-of-the-century ballads 
to '80s rock anthems. Past themes 
have ranged from "Upland," a spin 
off a '70s Disneyland in 2014, to a 
New Year's Gatsby theme in 2015.

Every giver's name is engraved or 
a plaque in the new student center, 
instead of listing names according 
to donation amount, the plaque is 
arranged alphabetically. Jason Koh, 
a MAFIE student who served as a 
J-term intern for the campaign, saic 
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that this arrangement highlights the 
participants' attitudes rather than 
their dollars. 

"There's no shame in how much 
you can give," Koh said. "It's more 
[about] giving from your heart." 

Every contributor also received a 
pin with the "Paying It Forward" logo 
as a celebration of their generosity. 
Additionally, the Habeckers hosted a 
gathering for wings or floors with 100 
percent participation. 

President Habecker said that the 


campaign offered students the 
chance to join a legacy of generosity 
that he experienced during his time 
at Taylor. 

"All Taylor students - and MaryLou 
and I - have been blessed by the 
efforts of previous Taylor students 
and friends who have sacrificially 
provided for the needs of future 
generations," Habecker said.
